Oxfam has launched an urgent appeal for funds 
to assist in the relief in the Guatemala earth- 
quake. A team of medical and skilled 
volunteers is also being organized. 

In an interim report, Oxfam’s Field Director, 
Reggie Norton, said that the Oxfam office in 
Antigua has been destroyed and a temporary 
office is being established. Oxfam has set up 
medical and hospital aid in small towns and 
villages in the most severely hit areas of 
Antigua, Chimaltenango, and San Martine. A 
major problem is transportation as many 
bridges are out and many roads have been 
blocked by landslides. Oxfam’s relief team in 
Guatemala has obtained small aircraft and 
pilots from nearby Belize for evacuation and 
transport of supplies. Local timber has been 

, secured for the temporary rebuilding of bridges.

YOU AND THE CAMPUS MAIL 
OPERATION 


Some University staff members will be given 
the opportunity of learning what it takes to 
keep a successful mail service running 
smoothly. A one-hour presentation will be 
made concerning the campus mail service, 
postal codes, and envelope standardization. The 
sessions will consist of two video features 
making up the first thirty-five minutes, 
followed by a question and answer period. 
The two video features are Don’t Flunk the 
LSM and It Depends on You. The former is 


a twenty-five-minute presentation by the 
Federal Post Office emphasizing the use of 
postal codes and standard size letters and an 
explanation of the use of the automatic letter 
sorting equipment used in major post offices 
across Canada. The latter is a ten-minute 
presentation on the University of Alberta 
mail system and is designed to acquaint staff 
with the total mail system and to emphasize 
how individuals might assist in maintaining an 
efficient mail service on campus. 

Two members of the Marketing Division of 
the Federal Post Office will attend all 
presentations to answer questions and present 
hand-outs. 

A survey made in October 1975 of the 
departments on campus indicated that 
approximately 800 people will be attending. 
The sessions will be held in various convenient 
locations on campus with each session being 
presented to a maximum of sixty people.
